Father Meshini said 
that at Lagos, near Sierra Leone, where 
the parent house is established, natives 
are well educated. 

‘The natives of the second genera- 
tion,” the priest said, ‘‘may be called 
members of a civilized community. At

Porto-Novo, Lagos, Abekouta and other 
stations it is not rare to find native | 
children carrying off the prizes from the 
children of European parents who are 
domiciled in these localities. When a 
boy has attained the age of thirteen years 
he is advised by the missionaries them- 
selves to choose a wife from among the 
girls of the convent school. Agri- 
culture and the various tmdes are 
becoming factors in the communi- 
ty. The country was frequently de- 
vastated by famine. Whenever the rain 
fell too abundantly the fruits which con- 
stitute the staple diet of the natives, rot- 
ted and starvation followed, Corn not 
being subject to such damage, and bear- | 
ing easily two crops a year, the people 
regard its introduction as a gift of Prov- |

“After the kings, the priests who 
practice medicine are, perhaps, the great- 
est personages in this region. They need 
only to threaten to loave, and generally 
they at once obtain any concession they 
demand from these sovereigns. The huts 
of the common people are made of bam- 
boo fcane, thatched with palm leaves. 
Fishing and hunting are but little prac- 
ticed, as they require bodily exertion, 
which is not agreeable to the natives. The 
disposition of these peopl¢ is so mild it 
isa mystery how they cin indulge in the 
practice of the cruelties, such as human 
sacrifices, for which they have become 
famous. The missionaries believe that 
but for the fetish priests, who are ex- 
ceedingly shrewd and-who have a strong 
interest in perpetuating these bloody sac- 
rifices, as their power is based on them, | 
the country could be easily civilized.

e number of slaves who annually per- 
ish in this way is estimated at several 
hundreds. The king of Dahomey is, as 
is known, the most ferocious and pow- 
erful ruler in the whole region. During 
ten months in the year he makes incur- 
sions into the neighboring territories, 
capturing a large number of slaves. In_ 
this work he is chiefly assisted by his 
two celebrated regiments of Amazons. 
The prisoners taken during these expe- 
ditions are divided into three classes. 
One class is sold to the slave merchants 
of the interior; another, chiefly women, 
are fattened and sold to butchers, who, 
revolting as the fact may be, even to re- 
late, openly sell human flesh in their 
shops. The third class is reserved for 
the sacrifices which take place in August 
and September, during the celebration 
of the ‘Grand Customs.’ These cere- 
monies have a double purpose; pacify- 
ing the god of war Ognn, and other 
deities; recalling the memory of dead 
kings and sending them supplies of men 
and provisions. 


‘-Among these savages exists a belief 
that a man passing into the future life 
takes with him all that is placed in his 
grave. For this reason, in Dahomey, as 
in other savage countries, victims and 

risoners are placed inthe tomb. Not. 
ong since the king of Porto-Novo died 
of pvison—administered to him by a. 
rival for the throne. The funeral cere- 
monies lasted nine days. During the) 
whole of this time numbers of victims, | 
destined for the ‘Grand Customs,’ were 
sacrificed every night in the fetish forest.

The Habits of Birds. 


Birds not only cough and sneeze, but 
they dream ang snore, making most dis- 
tressing sounds, as if strangling. They 
hiccough—a very droll «ffair it is, too— 
and they faint away. One feat some- 
times ascribed to man is in the case of 
birds « literal fact—they can sleep with 
one eye open. This curious habit I have 
watched closely, and I find it common 
in nearly all the varieties I have been 
able to observe. One eye will close 
sleepily, shut tight and appear to enjoy 
ag nap, while the other is wide 
awake asever. Itis not always the eye 
toward the light that sleeps, nor is it in- 
variably the one from the light. The 

resence cr absence of people makes no 
difference. I have even had a bird stand 
on my arm or knee, draw up one leg, and 
seem to sleep soundly with one eye, while 
the other was wide open, In several 
years’ close attention I have been unable 
to find any cause, either in the position 
or the surroundings, for this strange 
habit. 

No ‘‘ set old woman ” is more wedded 
to her accustomed ‘‘ways” than are 
birds in general to theirs. Their hours 
for eating, napping and singing are as 
regular as ours. So, likewise, are their 
havits in regard to alighting places,even 
to the very twig they select. After a 
week's acquaintance with the habits ofa 
bird I can always tell when something 
disturbing has occurred, by the place in 
which he is found. One bird wiil make 
the desk his favorite haunt, and freely 
visit tables, the rounds of chairs and 
the floor, while another confines himself 
to the backs of chairs, the tops of cages 
and picture frames. One hermit thrush 
frequented the bureau, the looking-glass 
frame and the top of a card-board map 
which had aia around till the upper

Her family con- 
nections have a history for indus- 
try, integrity, and intelligence 
that does them credit, and Miss 
Grace cortrihutes quite fargely 
towards upholding the farily rep- 
utation. Miss Dyson was educat- 
edin Baltimore and Washington, 
and commenced teaching in the 
latter city October 14, 1868. 
Some of the ladies teaching in the 
aristocratic Sumner, and modest 
Juo. F. Cook buildings, are sur- 
rounded, as compared with those 
enjoyed by Miss Dyson when she 
first commenced teaching, with 
palace comforts. Many were the 
times in this lady’s school-room, 
on the present site, had studies to 
be suspended in order to brush the 
suow which bad fallen, not drifted, 
through the cracks in the roof of 
the school house.

The moral atmosphere 
surrounding her is decidedly 
healthy; her lite is au open book, 
sufe to put in the hands of the 
purest and best. The grade 
taught by her is the 5th and dif- 
ficult to handle, but this lady can 
render satisfaction in every par- 


ticular. The telephone is a relief 
to Miss Dyson, for prior to its in- 
troduction into the school-room, 
the written communications from 
the “office” accumulated to such 
an extent as to almost impede her 
progress. The drawers, closets, 
windows, coal-bin and “annex” 
were all crowded with documents 
containing instructions which could 
by far, have been more satistac- 
tory given verba ly in less than 5 
minutes atatime. The telephone 
is frequently out of order, doubt- 
less from the weighty dignity 
transmitted from the “office.” 
The ladies of another’ building 
will receive attention in our next.

formation of a white man’s party in the 
North. Having allied ourselves with the 
grand old party (with all of whose faults 
we love still) which legislated us into 
citizenship, and then open the doors of 
membership to us, we have no right to 
expect official favors at the hands of the 
victorious party. Mr. Smith showed con- 
clusively that the Negro statesman’s oc- 
cupation had not gone. Want of space 
will prevent us from giving the paper in 
full.

The latest reports place ithe loss of life at 
fully forty, if not more, thi se victims 
as stated, principally the cx 2ws of small craft 
on the bay. The storm rag ed the fiercest in 
the lower bay and Rappah annock river. It 
approached from the North west, striking the 
lower portion of the bay, a nd its track from 
the west shore continued at:ross the bay and 
up the Rappahannock rivel , sweeping every 
vessel in its wake. 

At the time several vessa‘ls were hard at 
work and their small craft vas almost filled 
with oysters. The mien tried’ to scud before 
the wind, and managed to @o so, but for a 
few moments only. Many o@* the boats filled 
with water and others capsize. During the 
storm the people of the village gathered 
along the shore, but nothing cwuld be done to 
save the unfortunate men, and fully we 
five were drowned within sigitt of the - 
lage. 

“One colored man was saved by cling- 
ing to the side of a capsized pungy- He was 
at first supposed to be dead, but recovered 
shortly after being found. Four men were 
drowned in the Carbonon bramch, and three 
on the Middlesex shore of the Rappahannock, 
James Scott, colored, was dtowned by the 
capsizing of avanoe near Polk's wharf in 
Cockerill Creek, Va. Incomin, steamers re- 
port wrecks all along the shore in the wake 
of the storm. As far as can be le ned nearly 
all the drowned are colored men. The latest 
accounts give the number of bodi ts repovered 
at seventeen. 

Captains of incoming vessels w.bo were in 
the storm say that it was the most) severe of 
any for many years. Thewind blew at the 
rate of sixty miles an hour and the Waves ran 
fully thirty feet high. Captainsof the Bay 
line of steamers say that not half the loss of 
life or of the damage done by the storm has 
been reported. The tug Ehrman, of this city, 
rescued Captain Zeigler and his crevv of five 
men from the sloop Augustus. Two minutes 
after the rescue the vessel sank.

Redeeming Characteristic, 

A correspondent says in a letter 
from Alaska to the San Francisco 
Chronicle: A southern Alaska Indian 
looks like his Arizona cousin and has 
his vices, but im other respects he is 
usually an inferior article. Cunning 
workmaa though he is, fashioning curi- 
ous and weil-earved household utensils 
out of native woods and bone, making 
nets and baskets and silver bracelets 
«nd rings for nose and fingers, still the 
pueblo dweller distances him in manu- 
facturing blankets, dyeing wools, carv- 
ing stones and making silver orna- 
ments, and is generally a handsomer, 
cleaner, braver and altogether more 
attractiveman. An Apache—meanest 
of southern Indians—will fight and 
show spirit, but an Alaskan never. 
The far south native is a low-souled 
tramp; an oily, fish-eating,superstitious 
creation; treacherous and wilful. He 
is as stoical as though carved from 
wood; he is without pride; a bigamist; 
a sordid creature, afraid even of his 
wife, whom he always asks to trade for 
him and always leaves penniless and 
helpless. That is, the Thlinklets were 
generally a mean class before they 
began to see the benefits of the white 
man’s civilization. Asa general thing 
it does not improve the moral standing 
of Indians to have white men come to 
tivenearthem. They copy but few of the 
virtues of the new-comers and are pretty 
sure to indulge in most of their vices. 
When Alaska was more forsaken than it 
is at present the Indians did not get 
drunk whenever they could, which they 
do now; nor did they sell their wives and 
daughters. But they had other faults 
such as putting innocent people tu 
death, because they thought they had 
an evil spirit; burning a wife-with her 
dead husband, that both might go to 
happy hunting grounds together, and 
other such pleasantries; and while 
civilization has rendered them more de- 
praved in some things, it has, on the 
other hand, brought work to them and 
offered a glimpse, at least, of better 
modes of living, of which some have 
taken advantage. 

There have been converts to Christi- 
anity made here and there and a few 
have moved into comfortable quarters 
and very many have learned to work 
hard and to save a little money. One 
notices the few advancements made 
with pleasure and only regrets that 
there has not been more progress, I! 
Montesquieu was right in calling that 
people haypy whose annals are tire 
some, Alaska Indians must have been 
supremely contented. During the 
years of their oceupancy of Alaska 
they have done actually nothing 
towards developing the natural re. 
sources of their possessions. Not only 
have they never built any towns, but 
they have neglected the timber, over 
jooked the ores and refused to cultivate 
the garden districts. Whatever has 
been done up to the present time is 
due to the white man. Before his ad- 
vent a native was content to paddle 
about the waters in his canoe and to 
live upon the fish and game which 
hunger compelled him to catch, As 


an actuality, an Indian here is a badly 
housed, oily, depraved and lazy being. 
As a possibility, be may be useful in 
developing, under proper tutelage, the 
vast resources of the little understood 
but unneniably rich Territory which 
we own. 


The Mound Builders as Metal 
Workers. 


The remains of the mound builders 
are placed under four heads: First, 
mounds; second, embankments or ram- 
parts; third, mines and excavations; 
fourth, arts and manufactures. 

Iligh up on the face of cliffs along 
the canyons of Northern Mexico are 
the caves of these curious colonists, 
close to the eyries of eagles, thousands 
offeet above the yalleys. In some 
cases a path just the width of ahuman 
foot leads from the brink of the cliff 
above to the mouth of the caves, in 
nearly every instance 4 narrow lelge 
overgrown with shrubbery. In these 
caves they lived and died. The em- 
bankments and ramparts are classed 
as defensive and religious. The forti- 
fications manifest progress in the art 
of war, at least, as advanced as the 
early Greeks and Trojans. The reli- 
gious inclosurés were usually combina_ 
tions of geometrical figures, in which 
perfect squares and figures are found. 
The mining operations of the mound 
builders were extensive. In the Lake 
Superior region they mined copper. 
In Missouri gulena, and in Mexico 
iron. They mined iron in pyrites 
Elsewhere they quarried for mica and 
porphyry. The arts and manufactures 
of this people were of considerable im- 
portance. After a rude but effective 
fashion, they cast cupper and iron- 
from which they not only manufac 
tured weapons, but also ornaments 


and coin. They’ pre so distinguished 
in wrapping ang jets in silver that 
the work could haedly be distinguished 
from plating. Articles worked in 
gold have also been discovered in the 
caves and mounds,—T7'wo Republics. 


In Cleveland county, N. C., there is 
a vein of fine cassiterite for which a 
party of English capitalists have made

Fisherman's Lack. 


In Scocland they have a curious way of 
fishing that takes the medal for the ease 
and repose with which it is conducted. 
The fisherman we will say is after pike. 
Selecting a big goose from his barnyard, 
or half a dozen geese, as the case may be, 
he ties a baited hook and line about five 
teet long to their feet, and on reaching 
the water turns them in. The birds, of 
course, swim out, and the fisherman 
lights his pipe and sits down. In a few 
minutes a fish sees the bait and seizes it, 
giving the goose a good pull. The bird 
starts for shore at full tilt. frightend half 
to death, dragging the fish upon the 
bank, where it is unhooked. The line 
being re-baited, the feathered fisherman is 
again sent out to try its luck. A flock of 
geese can make quite a haul in the course 
of the day, the human fisherman having 
only to take off the game and bait the 
hooks, the pulling in and hooking being 
done by the birds.
